MEETING HELD ON JULY 31, 2012 

 

12-07-31 1 The Board of Supervisors of Sioux County, Iowa, met on July 31, 2012, at 9:00 

o’clock a.m. with Chairman Mark Sybesma presiding.  Members present were Al 

Bloemendaal, John Degen, Arlyn Kleinwolterink, Mark Sybesma and Dennis Wright.   

12-07-31 2 Minutes of the meeting held on July 24, 2012, were submitted and the Chairman 

declared them approved. 

12-07-31 3 Anita Van Bruggen, Sioux County Recorder presented the 2011/2012 Recorders 

Annual Report.  Revenue collected by the Recorder for that fiscal year totaled $290,035.97.  

The report was accepted for information.  Van Bruggen reported that a state wide update to 

the boat and snowmobile computer system will be installed in her office in August. 

12-07-31 4 Coleman McAllister, Sioux County Attorney  

• Distributed reports on fine collection for the fiscal year ending June 30, 2012, 

and also a Revenue and Expenditure report for the County Attorney’s office for last fiscal 

year.   

• Asked the Board to approve a 28E agreement with Lyon County for engineering 

services.  Motion by Wright and supported by to Bloemendaal to approve the 28E 

agreement with Lyon County as submitted by the County Attorney.  Motion carried, 

unanimous in favor. 

12-07-31 5 Doug Julius, Sioux County Engineer 

• Reported that he and the County Attorney have been working on letters to land 

owners adjacent to B58 to acquire right–of-way for road improvement.  A deadline of 

August 17, 2012 has been set for a reply from the land owners.  Julius will report on the 

outcome to the Board on August 21.   

• Updated the Supervisors on progress being made on bridge, culverts and road 

construction projects.  

12-07-31 6 Randy Jacobsma, Sioux County Treasurer requested that the board abate taxes 

for a property that the City of Orange City recently purchased.  Motion by Kleinwolterink 

and supported by Degen to approve the abatement of taxes for the City of Orange City.  Roll 

Call on Vote:  Kleinwolterink, Yes; Degen, Yes; Sybesma, Yes; Bloemendaal, Yes; and 

Wright, Yes.
